REMOVES BULLET FROM 


INSANEMAN'S BRAIN 


Ossining, N. Y., March 30.—One of 
the ' rarest operations known to medi- 
cal science, that of removing a bullet 
from a man's brain, was successfully 
accomplished yesterday in the 
Sing 


Sing 
prison 
hospital. A remarkable 


feature of the operation was that Dr. 
William L. Chapman of Brooklyn, who 
performed the work, is himself an in- 
valid and was wheeled to the operating 
table in a chair, propped in which he 
worked on the patient. The operation 
was an attempt to cure insanity in Ro 
man Leondowski, a prisoner there. 


The presence of two bullets in the 
patient's brain was disclosed by X-ray 
examination, the one removed yester- 
day being imbedded alnrost two inches, 
while the other was lodged behind the 
right ear. When the first bullet had 
been extracted, Dr. Chapman endeav- 
ored to remove the other, which, how- 
ever was found to be lodged solidly in 
the tissue. After a consultation of phy- 
sicians in attendance, it was decided 
not to touch it. The incision then was 
closed and the patient regained con- 
sciousness. 
The full operation lasted one hour. 


A piece of skull, about the size of a sil- 
ver dollar first was removed, and into 
the aperature Dr. Chapman 
inserted 


his index finger gently and slowly, be- 
ing extremely careful not to rupture 
the brain tissue or draw blood. Deeper 
and deeper, with almost painful slow- 
ness, the surgeon probed until his fing- 
er came in contact with the bullet.

The song of a bird has no words. In 


that it is not inferior to human sing- 
ers, as the majority of vocalists do not 
pronounce their words distinctly. But 
how plainly the birdsong suggests cer 
tain ideas to the mind. 


It seems to stand for home and coun- 


try 
and 
love

friendship and 


beauty. If one suffers from grief, the 
birds speak more powerful consolation 
than any blundering words can bring. 
K one feels gay, the rhymical warble 
of the feathered chorus stimulates the 
frolicsome spirit. Let us spend less 
time in merely artificial pleasures and 
more in contact with the voices of na- 
ture. 


BUYING AT HOME. 


Much has been said about the evil 


of the drift of population into large 


Many 
people Who regret this 


tendency, help 
promote by spending 


away from their home commun- 


ities. 


When a person spends his money in 


Newark he knows that he is working 
to build up a healthful 
community, 


because he knows that his own town is 
a favorable 
piace to live in. It 'has 


those facilities of education and social 
service that constitute a helpful en- 
vironment for young people. 
In sup- 


porting 
the enterprise of this home 


community, we all can feel suie that 
•we are promoting institutions that are 
•working for national progress, and for 
the development of a high type of 
character. 


When you spend money elsewhere, 


you can not be sure what the social re- 
sults are. I£ you and a lot of your 
neighbors spend money in other places, 
the result is to injure business in this 
community. 
Enterprises here become 


less profitable. 
They must discharge 


some of their helpers in order to keep 
going. 
This reduces the commercial 


opportunities of your home commun- 
ity. 
Some young people who other- 


wise might grow up in these helpful 
surroundings, must in consequence mi- 
grate to other places where they can 
find a better business chance. 


If such young people as a result of 


conditions that they find in large cit- 
ies, or as result of being away from 
helupful home influences, suffer a de- 
cline 
in 
physical 
condition, if they 


yield to the temptations which come 
when jfeople live among strangers, if 
their conduct and careers proVe dis- 
appointing, some part of the respon- 
sibility may rest on you. You helped 
drive them away from your home com- 
munity, by refusing to support your 
home town enterprises. 
You did not 


help your home community to develop 
In such a way that it could offer 
good 
business inducements to these 


young people. 


hole, anil the impression was given 
that many were not solvent. 


But nearly two months have passed, 


and while there have been a good many 
failures, yot the proportion is small to 
the total number of people engaged in 
business. These reports are all exag- 
gerations. 
Newark has had no busi- 


ness failures this year. The great ma- 
jority of business men made money 
enough in the inflation period to carry 
them through the deflation era.

So far was he from death's 
door that he quickly resumed his finan- 
cial and speculative operations, which 
ho has continued to this day. After 
leaving the Presidency Mr. Tuft put it 
on record that he regretted no single 
act of his administration so much as 
this pardon and the way in which he 
had been bamboozled into issuing it. 
The deception practiced on him was a 
source of great mortification to him.

EW JERSEY, the latest State 
to enact a fire prevention edu- 
cation law, is already 
feel- 


' ing the salutary influence of this new 
* study in the schools, although the 


law went into effect only six months 
ago. 
According, to H. R. Heydon 


Secretary of the New Jersey State 
Chamber of Commerce, the law al- 
ready has resulted in a reduction in 
the number of fires, although it re- 
quires only one hour of study each 
month. 


"A new spirit Is being shown m 


community neatness as a result of the 
lessons taught," says the New Jersey 
official. 
"For example, in one com- 


munity where children had formerly 
scattered waste paper on the streets 
the nuisance ^as been entirely oblit- 
erated through the teachings, in the 
schoolrooms, that this constitutes xa 
fire hazard. 
This gave the local 


Chamber of Commerce a new incen- 
tive and the result has been an actual 
reduction in the number of nres. 


The new -movement for teaching 


fire prevention in the schools of the 
other States is spreading rapidly, ac- 
cording to reports coming to the 
headquarters of the National Asso- 
ciation of Credit Men, who are lead- 
ing the campaign. 


From Governors, State Fire Marsh- 


als, Insurance Commissioners. Sup- 
erintendents of Education and other 
State officials throughout the country 
letters have poured in reporting popu- 
lar approval of measures similar to 
the New Jersey law. 


The annual loss of 15,000 human 


lives and nearly $300.000,000 in prop- 
erty, largely due to carelessness, ac- 
cording to figures recently made pub- 
lic by the National Board of Fire 
Underwriters, has so impressed the 
country that the movement to reduce 
this waste by teaching habits of care- 
fulness has gained great impetus.
